LII. All Actions, Suits, or Proceedings in respect of any Matter 
or Thing relating to the Execution of this Act to be brought by 20 
or' against the Commissioners shall be in the Name of their Clerk 
for the Time being (by his Name of Office), as the Party, Plaintiff or 
Defendant, representing the Commissioners; and no Action, Suit, 
or Proceeding wherein the Commissioners . shall be concerned as 
Plaintiffs or Defendants in the Name of their Clerk shall cease or 25 
abate by the Death, Resignation, or Removal of any such Clerk, 
or by any Change in the Persons holding Office as Commissioners^ 
but the Clerk to the Commissioners for the Time being shall be 
deemed to be the Plaintiff or Defendant, as the Case may be, in 
every such Action, Suit, or Proceeding. ’ 3G 

LIIL Accounts of all Property, Real and Personal, vested in the 
Commissioners, showing the Nature of such Property, and of all 
Money received and disbursed, and all Orders and Proceedings of 
the Commissioners, shall be kept in Books by their Clerk ; and all 
such Books of Accounts and Proceedings whatsoever may at all 35 
seasonable Times be inspected and perused, without Fee or Reward, 
by any Person assessed, and also by any Person entitled to any Money 
due and owing on the Credit of such Assessment ; and such Persons 
may take Copies of or Extracts from any of such Books, Accounts, 
and Proceedings, and the said respective Assessments, without Fee or 40 
Reward ; and any Person in whose Custody or Power any such Books, 
Accounts, and Proceedings are, who shall refuse Inspection thereof, 

or 
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or to permit Copies or Extracts to be taken as aforesaid, shall be 
liable in a Penalty not exceeding Ten Pounds ; and in case any Person 
who shall be assessed shall be dissatisfied with any Accounts which 
shall have been made up as aforesaid, or with any of the Items or 
5 Articles contained in any such Accounts, such Person may complain 
against the same by an Appeal to the Assistant Barrister at the 
Quarter Sessions, in which Appeal shall be specified the Grounds of 
Objection to such Accounts, Items, or Articles, and the Assistant 
Barrister shall proceed to hear and determine the Matter of such 
iO Complaint, and his Decision shall be final.

25 of Accounts shall be printed and delivered to each of the Commis- 
sioners, and also to any Person subject to any Assessment under this 
Act who shall demand the same, paying for a Copy the reasonable 
Charge of printing the same. 

LY. The Commissioners shall, at their Statutory Meeting in the 
30 Month of February in each Year, appoint Two Persons, not being 
Commissioners, to be Auditors of the Accounts of the Commissioners 
and may pay to such Auditors a reasonable Remuneration for their 
Time and Trouble, not exceeding One Pound each for every Day 
they shall be fully employed on such Audit, and not exceeding Ten 
35 Pounds each in the whole, and all such Expenses as such Auditors 
shaU be put to attending the auditing of the said Accounts. 

LYI. The Auditors so appointed shall attend as soon as conve-

Accounts be found correct such Auditors shall sign the same in token 
of their Allowance thereof, but if such Auditors think there is just 
Cause to disapprove of any Part of such Accounts as being contrary

LXXV . If any Surplus of the Assessment for General Purposes 
under this Act, or any Surplus of any other Assessment under this 
20 Act, shall remain at the End of any Year, after the whole Expenses 
for which such Assessment was imposed and levied shall have been 
paid or provided for, every such Surplus respectively shall be applied 
towards the same Purpose in the Year following, so that such Assess- 
ment may be proportionally diminished ; and if any such Assessment 
25 for any Year shall not be sufficient for the Purpose for which it was 
imposed and levied, the Commissioners shall and they are hereby 
authorized and required to make Provision for the Payment of such 
Deficiency in the following and subsequent Years until the same shall 
be fully paid : Provided always, that the Rates hereby authorized to 
30 be levied shall in no One Year be exceeded. 

And with respect to the Regulation of Towns, and to Obstructions 
and Nuisances in the Streets, be it enacted as follows : 

LXXYI. The Commissioners may from Time to Time make 
Orders for the Route to be observed by all Carts, Carriages, Horses, 
35 and Persons, and for preventing Obstruction of the Streets of the 
Town, in all Times of public Processions, Rejoicings, or Illumi- 
nations, and in any Case when the Streets are thronged or liable to 
be obstructed, and may also give Directions to the Constables and 
Officers of the Constabulary Force for keeping Order and preventing 
40 any Obstruction of the Streets in the Neighbourhood of Theatres and 
other Places of public Resort ; and every wilful Breach of any such 
207- H Order 
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Order shall be deemed an Offence against this Act, and every Person 
committing any such Offence shall be liable to a Penalty not exceeding 
Forty Shillings. 

LXXVII. If any Cattle be at any Time found at large in any 
Street of the Town without any Person having the Charge thereof, any 5 
Constable or Officer of Constabulary, or any Person residing within the 
Town, may seize and impound such Cattle, and may detain the same 
until the Owner thereof pay to the Commissioners a Penalty not 
exceeding Twenty Shillings besides the reasonable Expenses of 
impounding and keeping such Cattle. 10 

LXXVIII. If the said Penalty and Expenses be not paid within 
Three Days after such impounding, the Person appointed by the 
Commissioners for that Purpose, may proceed to sell such Cattle or

be by them paid, on Demand, to the Owner of the Cattle so sold. 

LXXIX. Every Person who in any Street, to the Obstruction, 25 
Annoyance, or Danger of the Residents or Passengers, commits any 
of the following Offences, shall be liable to a Penalty not exceeding 
Forty Shillings for each Offence, or, in the Discretion of any Justice 
or Justices having Jurisdiction in such Town before whom he is 
convicted, may be committed to Prison, there to remain for a Period 30 
not exceeding Fourteen Days ; and any Constable or other Officer 
appointed by virtue of this Act shall take into Custody, without 
Warrant, and forthwith convey before a Justice or Justices, any 
Person who within his View commits any such Offence; (that is 
to say,) 35 

Every Person who exposes for Show, Hire, or Sale (except in a 
Market or Market Place or Fair lawfully appointed for that 
Purpose) any Horse or other Animal ; or exhibits in a Caravan 
or otherwise any Show or public Entertainment ; or shoes, 
bleeds, or farries any Horse or Animal (except in Cases of 40 
Accident) ; or cleans, dresses, trains, or breaks or turns loose 
any Horse or Animal ; or makes or repairs any Part of any Cart

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or Carriage (except in Cases of Accident where Repair on the Obstructions 
Spot is necessary) : Ntiisances. 

Every Person who suffers to be at large any unmuzzled ferocious 
Dog, or sets on or urges any Dog or other Animal, to attack, 

5 worry, or put in fear any Person or Animal : 

Every Owner of any Dog who suffers such Dog to go at large, 
knowing or having reasonable Ground for believing it to be in a 
rabid State, or to have been bitten by any Dog or other Animal 
in a rabid State : 

10 Every Person who, after public Notice given by any Justice or 
Justices at Petty Sessions, or Chief Magistrate, directing Dogs 
to be confined on account of Suspicion of Canine Madness, 
suffers any Dog to be at large during the Time specified in such 
Notice : 

15 Every Person who slaughters or dresses any Cattle, or any Part 
thereof, except in the Case of any Cattle over- driven which may 
have met with any Accident, and which for the public Safety or 
other reasonable Cause ought to be killed on the Spot : 

Every Person having the Care of any Waggon, Cart, or Carriage 
20 who rides on the Shafts thereof ; or who, without having Reins, 
and holding the same, rides upon such Waggon, Cart, or Car- 
riage, or on any Animal drawing the same ; or who is at such a 
Distance from such Waggon, Cart, or Carriage as not to have 
due Control over every Animal drawing the same ; or who does 
25 not, in meeting any other Carriage, keep his Waggon, Cart, 
or Carriage to the Left or Near Side, or who in passing any 
other Carriage does not keep his Waggon, Cart, or Carriage on 
the Right or Off Side of the Road (except in Cases of actual 
Necessity, or some sufficient Reason for Deviation) ; or who, by 
30 obstructing the Street, wilfully prevents any Person or Carriage 
from passing him, or any Waggon, Cart, or Carriage under his 
Care : 

Every Person who at One Time drives more than Two Carts or 
Waggons, and every Person driving Two Carts or Waggons 
35 who has not the Halter of the Horse in the last Cart or Waggon 
securely fastened to the Back of the first Cart or Waggon, or 
has such Halter of a greater Length from such Fastening to 
the Horse’s Head than Four Feet: 

Every Person who rides or drives furiously any Horse or Carriage, 

40 or drives furiously any Cattle : 

Every Person who causes any public Carriage, Sledge, Truck, 
or Barrow, with or without Horses, or any Beast of Burden, 
to stand longer than is necessary for loading or unloading 
Goods, or for taking up or setting down Passengers (except

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Hackney Carriages, and Horses and other Beasts of Draught or 
Burden, standing for Hire in any Place appointed for that 
Purpose by the Commissioners or other lawful Authority) ; and 
every Person who, by means of any Cart, Carriage, Sledge, 
Truck, or Barrow, or any Animal, or other Means, wilfully 5 
interrupts any public Crossing, or wilfully causes any Obstruc- 
tion in any public Footpath or other public Thoroughfare :

Every Person who places or leaves any Furniture, Goods, Wares, 15 
or Merchandize, or any Cask, Tub, Basket, Pail, or Bucket, 
or places or uses any Standing-place, Stool, Bench, Stall, or 
Showboard on any Footway, or who places any Blind, Shade, 
Covering, Awning, or other Projection over or along any such 
Footway, unless such Blind, Shade, Covering, Awning, or other 20 
Projection is Eight Feet in Height at least in every Part thereof 
from the Ground : 

Every Person who places, hangs up, or otherwise exposes to Sale 
any Goods, Wares, Merchandize, Matter, or Thing whatsoever, 
so that the same project into or over any Footway, or beyond 25 
the Line of any House, Shop, or Building at which the same 
are so exposed, so as to obstruct or incommode the Passage of 
any Person over or along such Footway :

Every Person who places any Line, Cord, or Pole across any Street, 
or hangs or places any Clothes thereon : 

Every common Prostitute or Nightwalker loitering and importuning 35 
Passengers for the Purpose of Prostitution : 

Every Person who wilfully and indecently exposes his Person : 

Every Person who publicly offers for Sale or Distribution, or 
exhibits to public View, any profane, indecent, or obscene Book, 
Paper, Print, Drawing, Painting, or Representation, or sings any 40 
profane or obscene Song or Ballad : 

Every Person who wantonly discharges any Fire-arm, or throws or 
discharges any Stone or other Missile, or makes any Bonfire, or 
throws or sets fire to any Firework :

hereby empowered, at all reasonable Times, with or without Assistants, 
to enter into and inspect any Shop, Building, Stall, or Place kept or 
used for the Sale of Butchers Meat, Poultry, or Fish, or as a Slaughter- 
25 house, and to examine any Animal, Carcase, Meat, Poultry, Game, 

Flesh, or Fish which may be therein ; and in case any Animal, Car- 
case, Meat, Poultry, Game, Flesh, or Fish appear to him to be 
intended for the Food of Man, and to be unfit for such Food, the same 
may be seized; and if it appear to any Justice of the Peace, upon 
30 the Evidence of a competent Person, that any such Animal, Carcase, 

Meat, Poultry, Game, Flesh, or Fish is unfit for the Food of Man, 
he shall order the same to be destroyed, or to be so disposed of as 
to prevent its being exposed for Sale or used for such Food; and

Provided always, that the Commanding Officer of any of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Military or Naval Forces, or of any Volunteer or Yeomanry 
Corps, or Constabulary Force, may keep such a Quantity of Gun- 
powder as he may think necessary for Military or Constabulary 35 
Purposes.

thereof shall go to the Informer, and the Remainder to the Commis- 
sioners : Provided always, that if the Commissioners be the Informers 25 
they shall be entitled to the whole of the Penalty recovered ; and all 
Penalties or Sums recovered on account of any Penalty by them shall 
be paid over to the Bank of the Treasurer, and shall by him or them 
be placed to the Credit of the General Assessments Fund for the 
Purposes of this Act. 30 

CCCXX. Notwithstanding the Liability of any Person to any 
Penalty under the Provisions of this Act, he shall not be relieved 
from any other Liability to which he would have been subject if this 
Act had not been passed. 

CCCXXI. Any Person who shall think himself aggrieved by 35 
any Order, Conviction, Judgment, or Determination of, or by any 
Matter or Thing done by, any Justice or Justices, under the Pro- 
visions of this Act, in any Case in which the Penalty imposed or the 
Sum adjudged shall exceed the Sum of Twenty Shillings, may appeal 
to the Court of General or Quarter Sessions for the respective 40 
Division or Place hoi den next after the Accrual of the Cause of 

Complaint ; 
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Complaint ; but the Appellant shall not be heard in support of the 
Appeal, unless within Fourteen Days after the Accrual of the Cause 
of Complaint he give to the Clerk of the Commissioners and to the 
Justice or Justices by whose Act he may think himself aggrieved 
5 Notice in Writing stating his Intention to bring such Appeal, together 
with a Statement in Writing of the Grounds of Appeal; and the said 
Court, upon hearing and finally determining the Matter of the Appeal,

CCCXXII. No Rate, nor any Proceeding to be had touching the 
20 Conviction of any Offender against this Act, nor any Order, Award, or 
other Matter or Thing whatsoever, made, done, or transacted in or 
relating to the Execution of this Act, shall be vacated, quashed, or 
set aside for Want of Form, or be removed or removable by Certiorari 
or other Writ or Process whatsoever into any of the Superior Courts. 

25 CCCXXIII. Every Person who, upon any Examination upon Oath 
under the Provisions of this Act, shall wilfully give false Evidence, 
shall be liable to Punishment for Perjury. 

CCCXXIV. The Commissioners may sue and be sued in the Name 
of the Clerk for the Time being for or concerning any Contract, 
30 Matter, or Thing whatsoever relating to any Property, Works, or 
Things vested or to become vested in them by reason of the Provisions 
of this Act, or relating to any Matter or Thing whatsoever entered 
into or done, or intended to be entered into or done by them, under

Provided always, that the Clerk in whose Name any such Action 
or Suit, Complaint, Information, or Proceeding, may be brought, 
preferred, instituted, or defended as aforesaid, shall be fully reim- 
bursed out of the General Assessments to be levied under this Act 
all such Costs, Charges, Damages, and Expenses as he shall or may 10 
be or become liable to pay, sustain, or be put unto by reason of his 
Name being so used. 

CCCXXV. No Writ or Process shall be sued out against or served 
upon the Commissioners or any of them, or their Clerk, or the Officer 
of Health, Surveyor, Inspector of Nuisances, or other Officer or Person 15 
whomsoever acting under the Direction of the Commissioners, for 
anything done or intended to be done under the Provisions of this 
Act, until the Expiration of One Month next after Notice in Writing 
shall have been delivered to him, or left at their or his Office 
or usual Place of Abode, clearly and explicitly stating the Cause 20 
of Action, and the Name and Place of Abode of the intended 
Plaintiff, and of his Attorney or Agent in the Cause ; and 
upon the Trial of any such Action the Plaintiff shall not be per- 
mitted to go into Evidence of any Cause of Action which is not 
stated in the last-mentioned Notice ; and unless such Notice be 25 
proved the Jury shall find for the Defendant; and every such Action 
shall be brought or commenced within Six Months next after the 
Accrual of the Cause of Action, and not afterwards, and shall be 
laid and tried in the County or Place where the Cause of Action 
occurred, and not elsewhere ; and the Defendant shall be at liberty 30 
to plead the General Issue, and give this Act and all special Matter

Nuisances, or other Officer or Person whomsoever acting under the ^personally 
Direction of the Commissioners, shall, if the Matter or Thing were 
done or the Contract were entered into bona fide for the Purpose of 
10 executing this Act, subject them or any of them personally to any 
Action, Liability, Claim, or Demand whatsoever; and any Expense 
incurred by any such Commissioners, Commissioner, Officer of Health,

Act so incorporated shall, save so far as they are expressly varied 
or excepted by such Act, form Part of such Act, and such Act 25 
shall be construed as if such Clauses were set forth therein with 
reference to the Matter to which such Act relates. 

CCCXXX. In citing this Act in other Acts of Parliament and in 
legal Instruments it shall be sufficient to use the Expression “ The 
Improvement of Towns (Ireland) Act, 1851.” 30 

CCCXXXI. This Act shall extend only to Ireland.
